Prop. 14: 
the Watson 
Initiative

Los Angeles County Assessor 
Philip Watson says Proposition 14 — 
the initiative he authored — will 
fund all levels of government and 
services adequately despite a 40 per 
cent rollback in property taxes. 
Critics disagree. 
No less an 
authority than the state’s legislative 
analyst A. Alan Post says the 
proposition is underfunded by more 
than a billion dollars in addition to 
increasing state costs by another 
$2.2 billion. 
Watson holds his ground. As late 
as Sept. 29 he called attacks on his 
proposition the work of special 
interest groups. 
Voters will decide the issue next 
Tuesday at the ballot box. 
Proponents and opponents use 
figures in the millions and even 
billions of dollars to describe the 
impact on the economy. And figures 
by experts on either side of the 
question may vary by millions of 
dollars, on the same point of 
reference. 
Proponents 
have called 
it a 
blesSing for the harried property 
owner, a boon for the taxpayer 
generally and in line with a state 
supreme court ruling that it is 
unconstitutional 
to 
finance 
education entirely with the property 
tax. 
Opponents 
have 
been equally 
vocal. 
The 
LA 
Times 
called 
Proposition 14 “ a cruel hoax.” The 
Lompoc Record urged a “ no” vote 
on 
the 
measure, 
and said 
in 
describing 
the 
effect 
of 
the 
proposition: “ It is our opinion that 
this 
would 
be 
a 
drastic 
and 
devastating lesson, not for the 
legislature, but for the taxpayers.” 
Proponents 
include 
the 
Tax 
Lim itation 
Committee, 
an 
organization composed chiefly of 
land developers, the California Real 
Estate 
Association 
and 
the 
California Farm Bureau. 
Opponents 
include 
most 
city 
councils and county 
boards of 
supervisors; most educators, most 
school boards and the Californians 
Against 
Higher 
Taxes, 
an 
organization funded by tobacco and 
insurance companies. 
° ideally here is what Proposition 
14 — Watson Initiative — would do. 
It would cut property taxes by about 
40 percent; limit the property tax 
rate to $7 per $100 of assessed 
valuation; shift the entire cost of 
welfare and education to the state; 
and increase sales, use, cigarette, 
liquor and corporation taxes.

North Vietnam said today that any 
attempt by the United States to alter 
the text of the Vietnam peace 
accord will end the chances of a 
cease-fire. It attacked President 
Nguyen Van Thieu as an enemy of 
peace and sharply criticized the 
Nixon administration for delaying 
the signing. 
The 
White 
House 
was 
still 
awaiting a signal from Hanoi to 
dispatch Henry A. Kissinger back to 
Paris—or elsewhere— for a final 
round of negotiations on a cease-fire 
agreement believed stalled for the 
moment on Thieu’s demand North 
Vietnamese 
army 
troops 
be 
withdrawn from South Vietnam. 
Kissinger said only that there 
were six or seven points to be 
discussed in the draft agreement. 
There was bitter criticism on the 
delay from the Viet Cong in Paris 
which called again for Thieu’s 
dismissal and said his demands 
were 
“ insolent.” 
Hanoi 
Radio 
accused the Nixon administration of 
trying to deceive public opinion in 
saying peace was “ at hand” while 
delaying the talks. 


And in Peking. Premier Chou Kn- 
lai said he believes the United States 
is “ to a certain extent” responsible 
for Thieu’s reluctance to agree to 
the cease-fire At the same time the 
official People’s Daily, the organ of 
the 
Chinese 
Communist 
party, 
denounced the United States for the 
delay 


There was further mild criticism 
from the Soviet Union. Tass said the 
Soviet-Vietnamese Friendship Com­ 
mittee “ resolutely denounces" the 
action of the United States for 
continuing the war while talking 
peace. 
Thieu was holding his ground He 
vowed today in Saigon he would 
never accept a peace treaty that 
“ offers South Vietnam on a plate to 
the Communists” 


Proposition 19: Marijuana Initiative

On a movie screen in a hushed 
high school classroom a wild-eyed, 
hysterically laughing youth in a 
black leather jacket bites through 
the 
rim 
of 
a 
glass 
severely 
lacerating his lips, his mind the 
pawn of an ixrestistible evil. After a 
few 
violent 
scenes 
he’s 
been 
propelled into a criminal adulthood, 
his body eroded by heroin. 
The time: the late 50’s. 
The evil: marijuana. 
But, though the questions hinted 
at in the early films remain points of 
public debate and the California law 
governing marijuana use hasn’t 
changed since 20 years before this 
film was shown, cannabis enjoys a 
far better public image now and 
many more backers, 20,000 of whom 
collected 382,095 signatures to put a 
marijuana 
decriminalization 
initiative, proposition 19, on the 
November Ballot. 
The “ Pot Prop is unique among 
initiatives in that it is very brief. 
Here is the entire text, a proposed 
addition to the Health and Safety 
Code. 
“ 1) No person in the State of 
California 18 years of age or older 
shall be punished criminally or be 
denied any right or privilege by 
reason of such person’s planting, 
cultivating, 
harvesting, 
drying, 
processing or otherwise preparing, 
transporting 
or 
possessing 
marijuana for personal use or by 
reason of that use. 
“ 2i This provision shall in no way 
be construed to repeal existing 
legislation, or limit the enactment 
of future legislation prohibiting 
persons under the influence of 
marijuana from engaging in conduct 
that endangers others.” 


Who 
is 
the 
marijuana 
constituency? About 30 per cent of 
all Californians have smoked the 
weed, according to a recent Marvin 
Field poll quoted in the Wall Street 
Journal, and a strapping majority of 
the 
state's 
2.5 
million 
newly 
enfranchised 18-21-year-old voters 
favor 
legalization 
or 
decriminalization 
About half of the 21-34-year-old 
veterans of the classrooms of the 
50’s favor reforms in marijuana 
legislation, the poll added, though it 
also predicted in conclusion that the 
measure would fail by at least a 33 
percent margin. 
Pot’s proponents, who operate 
under the mantle of California 
Marijuana Initiative (CMIi and 
seem to be looking primarily for 
significant show of power, assure 
that if the measure goes up in smoke 
this election, it will pass in the next 
or the one after that. 
CMI energetically states that the 
initiative 
would 
not 
legalize 
marijuana because it would not 
allow it to be commercially or 
privately sold or transported or 
stored for sale. The measure would, 
they 
say, 
remove 
the 
disproportionate penalties attached 
to private marijuana use and allow 
the individual 18 or over to procure 
small amounts legally by growing 
his own, though only as much as 
could be considered appropriate for 
personal use 
“ We feel that the issue isn’t 
marijuana so much really as it is 
jail,” described Eileen Janowitz, 
CMI’l media coordinator, “ People 
have 
been 
going 
to 
jail 
for 
something that can’t be proven 
harmful. People’s lives are being 
ruined for possession of one or two 
marijuana cigarets and this is 


totally 
out 
of 
line 
with 
the 
commission reports.” 
The 
commission 
reports 
she 
refers to form CMI’s main arsenal 
of scientific backing 
In 
March, 
President 
Nixon’s 
National Commission on Marijuana 
and 
Drug 
Abuse 
unanimously 
recommended 
decriminalization. 
The Board of Trustees of the 
American Medical Association did 
the same and, by a slimmer margin, 
the California Bar Association this 
September 
recommended 
pot 
decriminalization and threw its 
support behind proposition 19. 
The consensus of these top level 
studies, CMI concludes, is that 
marijuana 
can 
not -be 
proved 
harmful and that it's use, though not 
its commercialization, should be 
decriminalized 
Possession of any amount of 
marijuana is a felony by California 
law except that judges have the 
option of reducing the first offense 
to a misdemeanor, a practice widely 
used in urban areas where pot 
proliferates but not always favored 
in rural counties where first offense 
penalties can include jail terms. 
Second 
possession 
offenses, 
planting, growing and processing 
marijuana 
remain 
mandatory 
felonies. 
Spokesmen for Citizens Opposing 
the Marijuana Initiative and People 
Against Pot say that not enough 
scientific research has been done 
and that the weed is dangerous 
because it has not been proven 
harmless. 
Dr. 
John 
Ingersoll, 
director 
of 
the 
Ju stice 
Department’s Bureau of Narcotics 
and Dangerous Drugs, agrees. 
So does Hardin Jones, a Berkeley 
Physics professor who claims to 
have determined that marijuana use 


has 
caused 
memory 
problems 
among his students. CMI responds 
that Jones arrived at this conclusion 
by simply questioning the students, 
but Jones’ view that “ the hallmark 
of marijuana use is flight from 
reality and its assassination of 
ambition” remains at the bottom of 
much of the anti-weed drive

N. Viet 
says peace 
blocked 


PARIS (UPI) —The Vietnamese 
Communists 
today 
rejected 
conditions for peace laid down by 
South Vietnamese President Nguyen 
Van Thieu and asked once again that 
President Nixon dismiss him. 
In 
separate 
statements, 
they 
accused Thieu of blocking the road 
to peace by sticking to his demands 
that the North Vietnamese must pull 
their invasion troops out of the 
South, and drop their demands for a 
three-segment coalition in Saigon 
with Viet Cong participation. 
“ Thieu is repeating his insolent 
demands that there must be an end 
first to the North Vietnamese 
invasion ” , said Lv Van Sau, the Viet 
Cong spokesman. 
Sau called Thieu “ an enraged 
puppet” , He said “ Thieu is trying to 
raise new obstacles on the road to 
peace with a view of blocking the 
U.S. disengagement from Vietnam 
and any chance of a peaceful 
solution.” 
Hanoi 
delegation 
spokesman 
Nguyen Thanh Le said Thieu’s 
national holiday address to the 
Vietnamese people shows that “ he 
is obstinately opposed to the most 
profound aspiration of the whole 
Vietnamese people— peace. 
“ Born 
from 
the 
American 
aggression, 
Nguyen 
Van 
Thieu 
wants the war to go on, to see the 
Vietnamese and American people go 
on dying so that he can go on getting 
richer and richer” , Le said 
Le said Thieu seeks “ to sabotage 
deliberately any peaceful setlement 
of the Vietnamese problem.” He 
said Thieu would “ not survive one 
day if the United States stopped 
supporting him.” 
The Hanoi official said “ the Nixon 
administration, far from adopting a 
serious attitude of goodwill in the 
negotiations to end the war and 
reestablish peace in Vietnam, seeks 
only to prolong the negotiations in 
order to mislead me public opiuii/n 
and cover up its attempt to maintain 
the puppet administration of Saigon 
with a view of continuing the war of 
aggression in Vietnam.” 
The gap between the Communist 
Vietnamese and Saigon positions 
over basic issues of a cease-fire 
agreement came to light as the four 
peace delegations 
prepared 
for 
Thursday's 165th Paris session. 
Thieu said in Saigon today he will 
not accept a peace agreement “ that 
offers South Vietnam on a plate to 
the Communists.” The Saigon dele­ 
gation Tuesday demanded in a 
statement that North Vietnam first 
pull out the 14 divisions which 
Saigon says had invaded South 
Vietnam 


Thieu and his peace delegation 
also are opposed to the creation of a 
three-segment 
“ National 
Reconciliation Commission” in the 
draft peace accord negotiated by 
presidential 
adviser 
Henry 
A 
Kissinger on the ground it would 
give the Communists too big a say in 
South Vietnam’s future political 
setup 


Sau said, “ President Nixon should * 
not allow the bellicose Thieu clique 
to hinder a peace solution but should 
force Thieu to resign.” 


The 
newspaper 
Le 
Figaro, 
meanwhile, said Kissinger will meet 
this weekend with North Vietnam 
negotiators to discuss the Vietnam 
settlement. 


The newspaper quoted “ qualified 
sources” in Washington who said 
Hanoi diplomats assured they would 
meet him again.

They were playing “ trick- 
or treat.’’ asking passersby 
for candy and money, when 
a booby-trapped car blew 
apart with a roar Tuesday 
night and killed them 
With the death of Paula and 
Clare, the death toll in more 
than

y e a rs 
of

st rif e 
that 
observes no holidays and 
ignores age and sex climbed 
to 625. 
The little girls were two 
of the four deaths Tuesday 
in Belfast. 
‘They 
were 
so 
cute 
running around and saying 
b o o ..,” 
a 
woman 
said. 
“They were going into the 
shops and stopping people 
and asking for candy and 
pennies.” 
Bernard Hughes said he 
took his daughter and her 
cousin Paula for a trick-or- 
treat frolic after a party. He 
left them on the sidewalk 
playing around a bonfire and 
went into a pub for a drink 
Outside 
the 
pub 
was 
parked a car containing a 
bomb so strong that when it 
exploded, 
it 
toppled 
the 
front wall of a four-story 
building housing the pub, 
called 
Benny’s 
Bar 
and 
located in a Roman Catholic 
district

c i t y ’s 
dockyard area. 
Authorities said the bomb 
weighed about 100 pounds.

Another widely held argument against the measure is 
that It would also amount to a tacit public approval of 
marijuana, thereby legally introducing millions of young

About 95 per cent in a sample group of 5.000 heroin 
addicts started on drugs with marijuana, opponents quote. 
And since many young people refrain from experimenting 
today for no other reason than because it's illegal, passage 
of the measure would result in increases in both pot 
smoking and addiction to more powerful drugs, they forsee 
CMI respijnds that since marijuana has been proven 
nonaddictive and without a lethal dose, to say that heroin 
addicts "started” on pot is as erroneous as saying that they 
"started” on beer or milk or any of the other nonaddictive 
substances they probably consumed before becoming 
heroin addicts. 
They cite the 18-and-older stipulation in the measure as a 
means of keeping grass from minors and say that the 
second paragraph specifically leaves past and future laws 
regulating the dangerous use of pot — while operating 
machinery, for example — alone. 
Psychological proclivity for drugs could be responsible 
for some pot smokers crossing to heroin, some advocates 
agree, but this factor occurs with alcoholism and is not 
limited to pot. 
They argue that passage of Prop. 
19 would lend 
credibility to public statements and police policies toward 
the more powerful and more certainly harmful drugs 
because, they say, "Distortion of the truth abfjut marijuana 
leads people to disbelieve the truth about heroin.” 
Marijuana opponent. Slate Attorney General Eville 
Younger, counters that pot would still be illegal if the 
initiative passes because the federal Controlled Substances 
Act outlawing it would remain. Backers concede but quote 
John Milano, special U.S. Attorney in charge of drug abuse 
enforcement in San Francisco, as reporting that the federal 
government would maintain its stress on dealing with 
international commercial traffic if prop. 19 passes, and 
would realistically neither wish nor have the resources to 


carr> the federal law down to the individual level. 
Another point of disagreement surrounds the impact the 
initiative would have on law enforcement agencies. Since 
enforcement of marijuana possession laws now accounts 
for 60.000 to 70.000 state arrests yearly i the higher figure in 
19701 and a reported 23 per cent of felony arrests in 
California are made in connection with marijuana, pot 
proponents claim that the initiative's passage would free 
police to handle more dangerous crimes with victims. 
Many law enforcement officials, though, characterize 
marijuana possession arrests as not highly burdensome, 
the type that are often produced through other types of 
investigations The legislative analyst who ran the cost 
analysis of the initiative that will appear on the ballot 
agrees that though the measure would result in a reduction 
of cost to state and local agencies, "such cost reductions 
will probably rw)l be large enough to be readily identifiable ” 
and would not result in a reduction of the cost of 
government, but only in a shifting of whatever saved 
revenues to "other activities.”

About a hundred years ago 
a writer named Jam es Clay 
proposed a double dummy 
whist problem with the state­ 
ment that the m o s t cele­ 
brated player in V i e n n a 
looked at it and instantly 
said, “ South makes all the 
tricks.” 
It turned out to be sur­ 
prisingly difficult f o r th e 
whist players of that day 
and the key play in the hand 
has since been called the 
“ Vienna coup.” The Vienna 
coup consists of setting up 
a trick for an opponent and 
then squeezing him out of it. 


There was no bidding at 
whist, so we have changed 
the cards slightly and pro­ 
ceeded to misbid the hand 
all the way up to seven no- 
trump. 
The term “double dum m y” 
means that all four hands 
are exposed and everyone 


takes full advantage of this. 
South wins the heart lead 
in dummy and runs off four 
clubs, 
while 
discarding 
a 
spade from dummy. West 
discards a diamond on the 
third club; his best discard 
on the fourth one is a heart. 


N ow comes the Vienna 
coup. South must cash his 
ace of spades! Next comes 
the parade of the rest of 
dummy’s hearts. South winds 
up with the ace-queen and 
a small diamond and West 
must either unguard his jack 
of diamonds or discard the 
king of spades. 
Either way the grand slam 
w h e e l s in because East 
started with just king and 
one diamond.

Walt Frazier and 
his 'Clydemobile'

The m u s k y , deep-red 
leather seats illicitly cuddle 
the rider. The windows were 
rolled up tight, silencing the 
city and allowing Smokey 
Robinson and the Miracles 
to rock on tape without so 
much as one horn interrup­ 
tion. The sun swooped be­ 
tween the shadows of build­ 
ings and flitted among the 
people and cars and stores. 
The city rolled past as if 
being viewed in 
a movie 
theater. It was a beautiful 
day inside the car. 
NEW YORK - (NEA) -

around Manhattan is like re­ 
laxing with a jackhammer, 
unless you are Walt “ Clyde” 
Frazier. 
The blare and crash, honk 
and holler, fumes and fuming 
of the city are sealed off

“ Like when I have a game 
that night I’m in no hurry

“ Yeah, toolin’ around the 
city relaxes me.” 
Clyde’s driver, Eddie, was 
off on this day. It was just as 
well. Clyde enjoys getting be­ 
hind the wheel himself. After 
a month the thrill remains. 
He still spends about an hour 
each morning dusting it off 
himself with a soft rag, in 
his double parking space in 


the lot under his midtown 
apartment building. “ I need 
two spaces to help avoid 
nicks,” he said. 
Shortly after he bought this 
alleged 
automobile 
(it 
is 
actually a portable drawing 
room), he was washing it 
while wearing a yellow cap 
and clogs and a stranger 
came over and began asking 
admiring questions about the 
Rolls. 
“ It turned out 
he 
thought I was the chauffeur,”

distribution 
represents the cities and 
counties share of license 
fees and other revenues 
deposited 
in 
the 
Motor 
Vehicle 
License 
Fee 
Account during September, 
1972. 
The State excise tax at the 
rate of $2 per $100 of market 
value takes the place of 
local property tax on motor 
vehicles. Except for that 
portion withheld to cover 
administrative costs,

money is returned to local 
governments which may use

for general 
purposes. 
Half 
of

total 
distribution went to the

incorporation. LAFCO staff

Christmas period. 
“ F e a s i b i l i t y ? ” 
the 
committee 
spokesm an 
asked. “There’s no question 
we can finance ourselves. 
All our sales tax now is 
going into the county We’ve 
been financing ourselves in 
a low-key way now for 
years. Taxes take at least 
$150,000 out of here each 
year, mostly for schools.” 
Property 
tax 
rate 
is 
approximately $11 per $100 
assessed valuation. 
Assessed valuation of the 
community, which harbors 
many millionaires, as well 
as top - ranking professional 
persons and retired persons 
of 
repute, 
exceeds 
$14 
million. 
While financial feasibility 
is seen as a plus in the 
reasoning in favor of city 
hood, many Hope Ranch 
residents feel there are 
other compelling reasons as 
well. 
They don’t want to remain 
a 
“weak corner of the 
county" 
under 
county 
government rule. And they 
fear winding up with the 
city of Santa Barbara and 
having only about 3 per cent 
of the vote 
in such a 
situation 
The incorporation request 
filing would set the east 
boundary of proposed Hope 
Ranch city against the west 
boundary of the city of 
Santa Barbara. 
The push for cityhood, 
thus, is seen in some ways 
as a defensive move. 
Hope Ranch doesn’t need 
the services such as a new 
city of Goleta would. It 
already 
has 
its 
own 
recreational 
resources, 
including 
tennis 
courts, 
beaches and riding trails. It 
has no housing or welfare 
problems It would continue 
to contract with the county 
for fire protection Roads 
are a problem, as they are 
private thoroughfares, with 
the county not expending 
funds on them as they are 
not up to standard 
Principally, also, 
Hope 
Ranch's affluent residents 
gaze somewhat fearfully at 
the rising political power of 
the liberal community of 
Isla Vista, only a few miles 
away. 
Hope Ranch is in the same 
political jurisidiction with 
Isla Vista. The university 
community now sports well 
over 
8,000 
registered 
voters, enough to dwarf the 
impact of the small Hope 
Ranch population which has 
less 
than 
2,200 
total 
residents 
Hope Ranch feels it is in 
its best interests not to be in 
the same voting district 


with 
youthful 
radicals. 
Philosophy 
and 
general 
v i e ws 
of 
t he 
two 
communities are seen as 
bei ng 
d i a m e t r i c a l l y 
opposite. 
As for police protection, 
Hope 
Ranch 
gets 
a 
minimum of that from the 
sheriff’s office, due to the 
private road setup in the 
community. 
Its residents 
finance 
patrol 
services 
apart 
from 
county 
law 
protection. 
Incorporation, it is felt, 
would 
also 
give 
the 
community better control 
o v e r 
its 
land 
use. 
Residential lots range from 
1 Vi acres on up, the largest 
minimum lots of any large 
community in the country. 
Govenants 
provide 
some 
protection, but there is no 
modern way seen to enforce 
t h e m , 
and 
c o u r t 
proceedings are expensive. 
Hope Ranch residents do 
not see themselves as a blue 
- stocking community, with 
so-called “snob zoning,” as 
some others on the outside 
do. 
And 
they 
do 
not 
particularly feel that high 
court decisions elsewhere in 
the country against cities 
which provide no variety of 
zoning districts as being a 
danger to their bid for 
incorporation. 


Highway users 
tax alloted 


State 
Controller 
Hugh 
Flournoy today announced 
th e 
d i s t r i b u t i o n 
of 
$64,668,778 among the State, 
cities and counties as the 
October apportionment of 
highway users taxes. 
Santa Barbara County’s 
share was $237,730.54, and 
Lompoc City’s share was 
$19,212.55. 
A 
total 
of 
$16,129,681 went directly to 
the counties; $12,126,042 to 
cities; and $36,413,055 for 
expenditures 
on 
State 
Highways. 
The total apportionment 
was 
derived 
from 
the 
following sources: gasoline 
tax, $58,345,150; diesel fuel 
tax, 
$4,329,111; 
transfer 
from 
the 
Transportation 
Tax Fund, $1,993,600, and 
miscellaneous. $917. 
Gasoline tax available for 
the October apportionment 
was $3,531,774 less than that 
for the prior month. The 
diesel fuel tax was $808,140 
higher than the September 
figure. The transfer from 
the 
1 ransportation 
Tax 
Fund was $1,383,131 less 
than in September. 
The 
distribution 
was 
$5,034,529 higher than that 
for 
October 
1971. The 
gasoline tax was $2,681,529 
greater than last year, and 
the diesel fuel tax was 
$359,374 higher. However, 
the $1,993,600 transfer from 
the 
Transportation Tax 
Fund showed as all gain 
because the transfers from 
the 
Transportation Tax 
Fund went to the School 
Fund last year.

Nixon or McGovern? 


Each election year the Record endorses 
issues and candidates. 
Many of our 
readers have asked how we arrive at these 
often 
d iffic u lt 
d ecisions. 
The 
endorsements are the end result of a 
consensus of opinion of the editorial staff 
and the publisher or of the Board of 
Directors 
who 
study 
each 
issue 
or 
candidate closely because we feel we have 
a deep obligation to do so. In the present 
case, an endorsement for the President of 
the United States, there was no consensus. 
That being the case, the publisher was 
asked to write this editorial. 
There is never a President whose 
Administration is spotless or a campaign 
that is clean or fair. The promises made at 
the beginning seldom come to complete 
fruition at the end. Some Presidents drift 
through their tenures, ruled by Congress, 
others use every means to get more power 
for themselves, placing Congress in a 
figurehead position. Some get our country 
involved in wars and others get us out of 
them. Some are accessible men, others 
aloof and out of touch with the people and 
their needs. Foreign policy is the forte of 
one, 
domestic 
policy 
uppermost 
to 
another. In other words, Presidents come 
in all sizes, shades and descriptions and 
undoubtedly 
Mr. 
Nixon 
and 
Senator 
McGovern would find their niche here 
somewhere. 
On November 7th the people of the 
United States will have the obligation and 
the privilege of electing a man to guide our 
country for the next four years. For the 
first time those under 21 will be a part of 
this process and they are taking their duty 
seriously. The man who is selected will set 
this country on a new course or it will 
remain on the same path. The question in 
each voters mind should be, “ Where do I 
want my country to go in the future?” 
President Nixon has shown strength in 
foreign affairs in that he has traveled 
extensively, is on speaking terms with 
most heads of state, has brought China into 
the world community again, come to an 
accommodation with Russia and hopefully 
has brought an ill-conceived and badly run 
war to an end. In spite of all this, America 
is not a well-liked country. Domestically, 
he has tried to halt inflation, curb crime 
and stem the tide of drugs although the 
results of his efforts on these and other

problems will not be seen for some time. 
Unfortunately, the country is deeply in 
debt yet we are the richest nation in the 
world. Many fine programs proposed have 
been sidetracked, dropped or tabled by a 
Congress which would rather play politics 
than be a strong balance to the executive 
branch of the government as it is supposed 
to be, therefore the power has been 
centered in the White House in the hands 
of the President and his aides. 
There are other things to be considered 
in choosing a President than his foreign 
and domestic policies, however. I quote 
the New York Times: 
“ In an America striving to realize its 
own vision of equality and liberty under 
the rule of law, the Presidency requires 
particular 
qualities 
of 
character, 
leadership and moral force that transcend 
the narrow bounds of personal ambition 
and of party politics. 
It requires a 
perception of the things that are wrong 
with 
America-politically, 
socially, 
economically, morally — as well as the 
things that are right; and a sense of 
priorities that gives precedence to human 
needs and public integrity over the panoply 
of wealth and the arrogance of power." 
In my opinion, this Administration has 
been sadly lacking in integrity. Whether it 
is Mr. Nixon’s fault or not, it is his 
responsibility. Scandals are becoming 
almost commonplace at all levels of 
government, including the military which 
is supposed to have the highest code of 
morality. These have been glossed over 
and left until after the election or quietly 
buried. I believe Senator McGovern to be a 
man of high morality but many of his 
announced programs and solutions for our 
country’s ills appear to be questionable. 
In the forthcoming election the choice of 
each voter will have to be one of individual 
conscience more than one of declared 
programs, good or bad. Mr. Nixon has set 
the tone of his hoped for next term during 
his last four years in the Presidency. 
Senator McGovern has said what he hopes 
to accomplish if he should gain the office. 
The voters can only pin their hopes on the 
man whom they feel will uphold our 
Constitution and Bill of Rights in the 
manner in which they were intended by 
those who gave them to us almost two 
hundred years ago. 


Hitting back 


Many newspapers throughout the 
U.S. have found it necessary to 
speak out more than ever in protest 
over the ever-spiraling cost of 
operating government. 
The guilt of too much spending is 
endemic with almost every elected 
body. 
Many publishers 
throughout the U.S. 
have concentrated 
investigative 
re­ 
porting 
into 
the 
causes of such over­ 
spending and many 
strange conflicts of 
interest have been 
discovered as a re­ 
sult 
of 
these 
searches 
A real effort has been made to 
discover 
those 
public 
officials 
willing to work more toward the 
public interest. Needless to say, 
very few newspapers have found 
elected officials like the one in 
Orange County who has given back 
part of his wages in protest over a 
wage increase voted by his fellow 
members 
of 
the 
board 
of 
supervisors. 
When the guns of investigative 
reporting are turned on, it results in 
many 
officials 
becoming 
very 
unhappy with the members of the 
press. Some politicians have a 


distinct problem understanding that 
the people want them to change 
some of their error-making ways. 
They seem to feel a rap on the 
knuckles to the press will cause it to 
shut up and make the taxpayer voter 
quiet, docile and willing to keep the 
inept in office. 
This has meant a series of local 
ordinances aimed at trying to punish 
the press. Beverly Hills and Los 
Angeles are the latest city councils 
to attempt to intimidate the press 
into stopping attacks. 
The average newspaper makes 
very little money from street sales 
of newspapers. The only reason for 
street sales is really to please the 
customer. This is often the same 
customer who gets upset over the 
high tax bill and the elected official 
responsible for that bill. 
The Beverly Hills and Los Angeles 
councilmen feel that the removal of 
news racks from their streets will 
remove the threat of condemnation 
from the eyes of the taxpaying 
voter. 
Los Angeles has not only placed 
strange new tough regulations on 
the news rack, but it has also gone 
after 
street 
corner 
sales 
by 
youngsters and the historic stands in 
major metropolitan areas. The city 
councilmen 
voting 
to 
restrict 
dissemination of news come up with 


exotic reasons — racks are called 
eye sores and dangerous to traffic. 
Telephone poles, automobiles and 
store 
windows 
can 
also 
be 
considered dangerous when they 
become the means of turning out of 
office a public official who has not 
met his obligations. 


It is interesting that the elected 
officials making the most noise 
about the danger of news delivery 
methods 
are 
also 
the elected 
officials who have been condemned 
by the same news media.

decisions. 
There is something to be said for 
the system. The publisher at home, 
being removed from the heat of 
battle, can be more objective. He is 
not burdened with the personal 
relationships which come with close 
contact. His closeness is with the 
community rather than with the 
legislator. From this vantage point 
he can judge how well an individual 
is representing the district which 
elected him. And that, after all, is 
what it is all about. 
For it matters not how great an 
orator 
or 
parliamentarian 
a 
lawmaker 
may 
be. 
It 
is 
not 
important 
which 
committee 
chairmanship or other leadership 
job he may get for himself in the 
Legislature or in a political party. A 
legislators’ 
primary 
purpose in 
being sent to Sacramento is to 
represent the people in the district 
which elected him. To do this 
effectively 
he 
must 
subjugate 
personal ambition and put the 
interests of his district above 
partisanship. 


Reporters on the scene are bound 
to have their judgement affected by 
their

solons. 
Often 
their 
thinking is influenced by their own 
political 
attachment 
and 
philosophies. Then, too, a reporter, 
who undertakes to evaluate those 
with whom he is in daily contact, 
may well incur animosity which can 
impede his ability to get the news. 
Those who feel slighted may not 
cooperate in answering questions or 
otherwise helping him with stories 
in the future.
